I, William Wood, declare and state: 

1 . The purpose of this declaration is to establish that the sequence provided in Figure 
270 of PCT/US99/12252 (published as WO 99/63088) is a publication of Applicants' own 
invention. 

2. I am one of the co-inventors of the invention claimed in the above-identified 
application and am familiar with the specification, claims, and prosecution history thereof. 
These claims are directed to isolated antibodies which specifically bind to the polypeptide of 
SEQ ID NO: 68. 
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3. I have read the Office Action mailed October 31, 2006, and understand that 
Claims 1-5 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C § 102(a) as being anticipated by the sequence 
provided in Figure 270 of WO 99/63088 filed by Baker et al. 

4. The named inventors of the present application are Audrey Goddard, Austin L. 
Gurney, William Wood and Christopher J. Grimaldi. 

5. The inventors of WO 99/63088 who are not named as co-inventors on the present 
application are Kevin Baker, Jian Chen, Victoria Smith, and Colin Watanabe. Each of them 
were involved in the inventions disclosed in WO 99/63088 other than the polypeptide sequence 
depicted in Figure 270 thereof.
